REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record, JP 8-234021, discloses lithium niobate or lithium tantalate prisms bonded via a joining 
layer of inorganic compound of metallic oxide, nitride, sulfide or combination (Ti0 2 , Zr0 2 , 
Ta 2 0 5 , W0 3 , Bi 2 0 3 , Ce0 2 , Hf0 2 , ln 2 0 3 , Nd0 3 , Pb0 3 , ZnO, Si 3 N 4 , ZnS, Mo0 3 , Sn0 2 , Sb 2 0 3 ), 
while EPA 0 567 051 discloses bonding via a thin film of glass, silicon, silicon oxide or silicon 
nitride. The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a bonded article of two substrates, at 
least one comprising a single crystal, with a bonding layer between the substrates comprising a 
composite oxide comprising at least one alkali metal element and at least one transition metal 
element resulting from the use of an aqueous solvent, the bonding layer having a thickness of not 
more than 5 microns.
